The author has traveled a great deal during his engineering work and 
on vacation, and then and at home has had immense pleasure in the collece 
tion,of family ceneelorical deta, some of which is hero given. ‘This has been 
accomplished by enjoyable personel sciuatik and correspondence with uncles, 
nunts, cousins, old family friends, and genenlosists, and ty foing through 
old femily writings, cemetorics, libraries, Bureaus of Vital and Probate 
Records, and depositories of Church Records, The euthor has not enjoyed 
playing cards, solf, baseball, horse races or any such vastimes, but instead 
has had imnenso enjoyment with cenealory, with discovering buried data, with 
trecing an clusive item to its leir, and with personal acquaintanceship with 
reletives and conversations with thom about the family. It has been pleas- 


ent to complete the genealofical data herein, as well as in the notebooks 


mentioned beyond, strictly eccording to the Wew England standard, with every 


date and place of birth, merriage, ond death, inclusive of those who marricd 
into the family, and with'fvll namncs of the parents of the latter. It has 
deon an interesting game to try to cet every such item for every yverson and 


this nearly, wut not quite, has teen accomplished with the Genealogy herein, 
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This Genealory includes all of the direct ancestors thet aro knot, 
end all of tho descendants, of the maternal grandyvarents of the author end 
his own peoneration of his Sanford family.

The author alroady kas puilished Genealogies of his father's Moss 
Panily, as well as Typeserints relatin::; to the family of his wire and 4 
sonein=law. This is his first publication relating, to his mother's fame: 
ily. In the Steel Poxes rofrerred to teyond are the author's Genealorical 
Note Books in manusanint, on which this and other gfenealorical nublications 
are bLascd. 

Nee eealicto Books include much more extensive data than givon heroin 
about the author, his mother Josenhine® (Sanford) L088, and her parents, 
Cilbert* and Esther® Ann (Low) Senford; as well as Geneslocics of the broth~ 
ors ard sisters of the two latter, and the brothers and sistors of thoir 
ancestors; so as to include most members of the Sanford, Low and Shreve 
femilics. It is hoved that some of this date may be published, but the 
author vrobakly will not live long enough to publish all. 

People who publish genealogies alweys say that they exnect descendants 
to tse interested and to publish continustions. Put whether or not any de- 
scendents are Retacaeee the author has had his own fun. The memories of 
many of the family ancestors ere supposed to te preserved by tombstones, vcut 
these are very frarile, and some that no doubt once existed, have diseppeared, 
But & Genealogy such as this, preserved in several Libreries, gives enduring 
memorials. 

The gencalogicel note books of the author contain a great many details 
more than ever can bo published, so it is hoped that all of these note bools 
will te kept in the stecl boxes, after the death of the author, and stored 


in the attic of some descendant, for the indefinite future, weiting until 


some Coscendant comes alons who is intorested, 
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Tho author proposes to have his Ghost haunt anyrody who disperses 
those coneslogical collections. 

In the course of the sikh ante genealoyicel research, ke has collected 
many memontos of his ancestors and relativos, and has most of them pre~ 
served is fire-proof stecl boxes. Thero sre a fow real heirlooms, many 
photoj;ravhs, a few books, and verious documents and miscellaneous itons. 


The steel boxes also contain the manuscript gpenealorical note vooks ree 


ferred to above. As already remerked, the author hopes that these stcel 


-boxes will =e stored in some attic or cellar for the indefinite futuro,

The extensive Senferd fomily resoarcsheas of the author establish thet 
there wore in Monmouth Uo, N J three Sanford brothers, Joseph? noxt given, 
énd born Sept 20 1778, Iotns born Teb 4 1774, end Vin? born nafs L776 vino 
hed & daughter Jerusha Senford, Here were two Sanford brothers born bet'ore 
the Revolution, and another brother who named his oldest daughter Jerusha, 
tam Sanford the Revolutionary Soldier had two brothers born before the Revo- 
lution, ani 2 wife Jerusho. So the Daughters of the American evolution con- 
Sidered it established that the Revolutionary Scldier tim Sanford end, snes wife 
Jerusha ware the parents of the threo Senford brothers John’, Josophs » and 
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Ww, and 50 properly are the Wim? ond Jorusha® Sanford of this geonealopy. As 
stated above, the euthor docs not consider that the proof is complets. Nev- 
ertholess, on the fects as siven above, a descendant of Vin? was admitted to 
membership in the DAR. She wa Helen’ Lilicts (Smith) Dixon, Netional No 
522638, accepted Cet 10 1940. All of the doteils given in her officially 
ro¢istored Linorage ore in tho Sanford Note Sook of the author. The Pension 
papors of Jerusha (/rnel) Senford inention thet she aad her husband Ym Sanford, 
the Revolutionary Soldier, hed 6 children. But if John®, Wm end Josephs 
@ro three of these, as postulated, the other three cre not lkmowm, There are 
many persons named Saxford in New Jersey Genealogy, so it is not surprising 
that some of the relatives of those herein givon caniot be identified. 


As mentioned, the Sanford vote Rook of the Author ocrtains a much more 
comprehensive Sanford Goncrtory than given herein, sll of which may be pubes 
lished some daye This inciudes tho descendants of the 11 children of John 
and Rebeecad (Smith) Sanford, end of tho 6 children of ifm’ and SarahS (Shreve?) 
Sanford, as well as of the 8 children of Joseph and Licy® (Shreve) Senford

lio was married near Freshoid, Menmouth Co, N J which is about 7 miles from 
Kolmdol, had children probably born in Cols's Neck, about 4 miles from 
Holmdel, hed childyon buricd in Holmdel in 1825 and 1827, and he died thore 
in 1636, so he probably lived near there all of his life. Its son Hewlett 
wea “bound ove", ho had no real estate or will, and nis widow was dependant 
on her shiidren, so he no doubt was in ordinery clrowunstances, probably worl 
ing in the farming community then and now around Holindel. His son Howlett's 
femily Bible onee was in possession of his granddeugiter Harriet? Moyers: 
(Sanford) Cosse, end since was lost. Tho author ones saw this, and thinks 
it had his birth date. This, his marriage record in tho Freehold County 
Clerk's office, and the inscription of hig tombstone,sre the only known actual 
datu of him, His son Thomeast ¢ Sanford emigrated to San Francisco, end had 
& prosperous clothing store, and loft property when he dled there in 1854, to 
tho widow and childron of Josoph*. Sona of the estate was used to set up a 
family plot in tho Church yard of tho Baptist Church in Holmdel, where the 
bodies of Thomas* and his wife were brought from San Francisco. Tombstones 
were erected for thom, for dosephY, end for two of his children, Maria arod 
8 and Jone oged 21, aa well as for his wife Lucy, when she died in 1869, 
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The eushor visited this plots in 1910, 1927 and 1954. At the two latter 
visits the plot was complctsly overgrowm with briers. 


Some search of the church records showed no evidence that the Josephs 
Sanford fomily had been octive in the Beptist Churck of Holmdel.

She possibly was deughtor of Jeseph2 and Rachel@(Hewlots) Shreve; whose 
marriege record is given in Archives of N J, First series, Vol 22 p S547, as 
heaving ocsurrei Sept 14 1771 in Monmouth Co, N J with Rachel from Middlesex 
Co, N Jd» The deeth record of Lacy says her mothor and father were born in 
YJ. One reason for this supposition of the porents of Lucy is that sho 
namsd & gon Hewlett’ Sanford and had a brother Ronjemin® who nemed a son 
Lenjamin® Howlett Shreve. Another roason is in the book, "Genealogy end 
Nistory of tho Shreve Family by L. P. Alien, pub 1901, pagos 12 end 349, 
There are giveo Joseph and Rachol (Uewlets) Shreve as ebove,with children 
David, Thomas, William and Venjamin but no Lucy. Some of their descendants 
ere given, including a deughter of David, Charlotte ‘lest Shreve who married 
im. Sutton. Investigations of the author herve shown that Lucy® (Shreve) 
Sanford had brothers Thomas%, William”, and 2enjomin, and that there were 
cousins in the femily named Sutton. Thus there is a reasonatle prosumption, 
in spite of the fact that Aller's Shreve Genealogy gives no Lucy, but does 
give a Nevid not known in Lucy's family; that Joseph® and Rachel? (Hewlett) 
Shreve were tho perents of Lucy>, Bus the names of the children that are 
alike in the two femilies, Thomas, William and Ren‘jsemin, are fairly common, 
so there is no certainty. There are enormous numbers of Shreves in the 
New Jorsey Genealosical records and the author has seerched them for yoars 
with no more definite result. The name is variously spelled Shreeve, Shreves, 
Shreeves, Sureve, Screves, Schreve, Schreave, Sheriff,

LUCYS (SiREVE) SANFORD was woll Imown to many relatives consulted by the 
@uthor, of one or two gencrations prececding his. She lived in Monmouth Co, 
N J, probably near Uolndel, with her husband, untid he died there in 1856. 
Fer sons had gone to WN Y City, Gilbort* probebly about 1840, and she wont 
there probably soon after 1836. Sho is in the N Y City Directory in 1941 
and lstersShe is known to have lived with several of her children in NY 
City and New Jersey and at other times to have hed lodgings of hor own and 
to have gone out nursingy A number of descendants had copies of a photo- 
graph of her end onc is in the author's Stoel Pox, RKeletives have said that 
Josephine? (Sanford) Moss, mother of the author, often visited Lucy®, but 
the author's mother never spoke of her to hin. 


Lucy's son, Thomas* G Sanford, had been a prosperous clothing merchant 
in San francisco, Calif. , where he died intestate in 1664, resulting in 
money to Lucy and all of her children. Possibly this is the time when Lucy 
began to have lodgings of her ovm, and when she is said to have veen in 
comfortable circumstances. in these years she lived with Jano Hart, (called 
@ cousin), and her daughter Hvelyn. ‘The author never hes found their family. 


Mrs. Uarriet® Mevers (Sanford) Cosse, daughter of Hewlett? Sanford,well 
ronemvered her grandmother Lucy’, and hed e pair of candlesticks that be- 
lonsed to hor, and said she once turned herself while reading. Neverthe- 
less, three years tefore she died, she signed her will with hor mark. She 
left en estate of about 41500.00 to her son Howlett living in Brooklya,N Y; 
and her son Eden then living in Missouri end later in indiana; and nothing 
to her othor ohildren.

Yo was educated in Abordcen and said to have been on accomplished scholar. 

Then he was with a London Theological printing or publishing house, Tie ém- 
igrated to Now York City abowt 1790 with his wife and infant children, Hanneh®Poole 
Low, and John? Low TI given beyond. Other children wero born in WY City. 

In 1796 he edited a NY City directory. In 1798 ho started, in down Now 
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York City, a took-solling, printing and publishing, business callod "Shalzos- 
peeres licad". This continued until his death and then wes carried on by 

his wifo and by two of hls sons. A brief account “Tho Low Family of New 
York City Publishers, 1795-1625" was published by the author in "Bulletin 
of the N Y Public Library", Feb 1945. This includes the locations in down 
town I} Y City of the Low took-shops, which often moved. John Low I made 
two remarkebly ombitious publications, "New and Complete Systom of Universal 
Ceopraphy" by Jonn Pexyne, in 4 octavo volumes, 1795-1600; end "New and 
Completo Ancrican Hneyelopoedia® in 7 quarto volumes, 1&05—11,. Both of these 
publications hed many engravings marked as made for John Low. These books 
were printed and bound, in very good style and were the equal of any nubli- 
cations of the period. The indications are that the Lows set the type end 
did the printing themselves and with employes in their om shops, but head 
the engravings and binding dono elsewhere. The Lows sold these and other 
publications in thoir own bookshops in N Y City end erranged for their sale 
in other citics. As was the custom of the time when there was no Intere- 
national copyright, most of the Low publications were roprints of Pritish 
editions. Some of tho “Introductions” and possibly other sections, were 
written by John® Low I, and show a good literary style. ‘Uut there is no 
indication that the Lows had any reputation as publishers, and they seem to. 
have struggled along with competition from many other small N ¥ City firms. 
Rut John® Low! no doubt hed initiative and ability. A few Low books evi-#~ 
dently were very povular, as they were printed over ond over avein, as 
indiceted by slight changes oceurring with successivo roissues, or by the 
note "Second dition.” There are a very few notices of the Lows in con-« 
tomporary New Yor!< publications, and they left smajil cstates, or no estates 
at all. So they ovidently wore very minor figures in the publishing world, 
However, copies of @ fret many of their books are in the collcoectionsof 
"Americana" in many Public Libraries. The suthor has collected « creat deal 
of data of these bcoks and hones to publish a Low Bibliography some day. 

He has boen oble to collect a few of the actuel Low publications, preserved 
in the Steel Boxes,

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A family tradition says she lived outside of London and her nrosnoctive 
husband walked 10 miles to visit her. She acoompanied her husband and two 
infant children to New York City about 1790. When he diced in 1609 she cone 
tinued his bookselling and publishing business until her ovwm deathe The 
last two volunes of the largo Encvclopacdia started by her husband have the 
imprint "Printed and Published by E. Low, successor to John Low", and the 
imprint "E. Low" is in a number of later bools. Whon she died in 1816 the 
seme book~eshop was continued by her son Thomas® Poole Low until his death 
in 1€18. A fanily tradition says her mother was of the Protestant branoh 
of the English family of Chic? Justice Georgs Jeffreys, a cruel Judge dur~- 
ing the Catholic reign of James If of Ungland, 1685 to 1688, but the author 
could find no tie, 


The fourth child of John” and Esther® and sister of John®, was Eather® 
Rutgors (Low) Remington, who was a gifted woman. Sho married a Presbyterian 
clorgyman David? White Remington, was a missionary to tho Indians, made 
sovoral publications, end left writings which form the basis of some of the 
author's research.

He came to New York City as a young child, with his parents, about 1790, and 
lived there all the rest of his life, except for a fow ycars when he hed his 
printing shop in Brooklyn around 1825. He probably learned the printing 
trade in the shop of his father and mother. He is in the Now York City Di- 
rectory as being with his mother in 1812 in the shop thet sho continuod 
after hor husband's death. Beginning 1813 he hed a shop of his own,whilo 
his mother, and brovhex, Thomas’ Poole Low,continued the father's shop eat 
other addresses. This might indicate a family dispute, but no facts are 
known. Ho republishod some books previously published by his father's shop, 
possibly inheriting some printed sheets. A full account of his shops at _ 
verious addresses is given in tho New York Public Library Bulletin previously 
montioned, The euthor has a good Bibliography of his imprints thet may be 
published sume day. Ho published a number of Broadsides end Pamphlets and 
two books written for him by their authors, "Impartial and Correct Mistory of 
the War be.ween the United States of Americe and Great Britain" (War of 1812) 
end “Biography of the Principel Americen Military and Naval Heroes", Those 
were republished many times as new issues or editions, and evidently were 
very popular. Tis known publications became fower and he moved his shop 
ofteryin the years before his death, end he left no estate that could be 
treced, 50 probebly he was ne™: then very prosperous. Ile left 4 children 
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aged 17 to 7, and how they were brought up is not known. Tis wife hed died 
6 years before.

She displayed initiative and ability 
in tho midst of difficult circumstences and a hard life. The author has 
thought she inherited Low family characteristics through her mother, which, 
with Moss characteristics transmitted through her husband, account for any 
characteristics above ordinery of her descendants. Her life is known to 

@ small extent from memory of hox recitals to the author, and to a greator 
extent from many old lettors that the author has been thrilled to find 

efter many years. Her childhood was zpe. din poor cirewnstances in down 
town New York City. Her mother dicd when she was 12 leaving her the old~ 
est of 7 children. Her father died when she was about 15, and the family 
broke up end went to live with various relatives. Josephine went to work 
early, probably at needle work of some kind. Shoe displayed literary ability 
and wags @ school teacher in later years, but how she became educated is not 
mown. In 1862 she was in Washinston, D C. and in 1062 had a dressmaking 
business of her own there. The author has talked with those who know her 
during this period, who said sho was very beautiful, inselligent and viva- 
cious, with considerable initiative. Vhotographs in the Steel Boxes show 
her beauty. The author remembers being told of her visits to summer resorts, 
Cape Nay, .

There was & revolution, and no 
steemboats stopped. With preat difficulty they hired a fishing schooner and 
left for Cape St Lucas across tho Gulf of California, Feb 1872, having @ 
dreadful six days trip. They had to kindle beacon fires to signal a péssing 
steamboat to ston. Men employed for this were inefficient and Josephine had 
to keop the fires going. They errived in San Francisco in Verch, and the 
author was born in Aupust. There bogan a struggle for maintenance of the 
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family which heressed Josephino until hor death. She kept boarders, onerated 
lodging houses,and wrote for newspapers. For her health she went to the 
Sierra Navada Mountains with her 3 children for long periods cach summer, 

end evontually toucht an old cottage and refurnished it. She had increasing 
iliness, and finally succumbed to turberculosis. Sho always displayed ine 
itiative, had a larce circle of cultured friends in California,and raised
